Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:056, Section 1 ( I  I ) ,  IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that: 

1. East Kentucky Power Cooperative, Inc. (“East Kentucky”) shall appear at 

the Commission’s offices at 211 Sower Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky, on March 16, 

2006 at 9:00 a.m., Eastern Standard Time, to submit itself to examination on the 

application of its fuel adjustment clause (”FAC”) from May 1, 2005 through October 31, 

2005. Neither opening statements nor witnesses’ summaries of pre-filed testimony will 

be permitted. 

2. East Kentucky shall notify its customers in writing of the date, time, place, 

and purpose of the hearing or shall publish notice in accordance with 807 KAR 5 0 1  1, 

Section 8(5). East Kentucky shall file with the Commission no later than March 16, 

2006 proof of publication of this notice. 

3. East Kentucky shall, not later than 21 days from the date of this Order, file 

with the Commission the original and 4 copies of the information requested in the 

attached Appendix A. Each copy shall be placed in a bound volume with each item 

tabbed. When a number of sheets are required for an item, each sheet should be 

appropriately indexed; for example, Item l(a), Sheet 2 of 6. East Kentucky shall furnish 



with each response the name of the witness who will be available at the public hearing 

to respond to questions concerning each area of information requested. Careful 

attention shall be given to copied material ta ensure its legibility. 

4. Any party who wishes to file testimony in this proceeding or to request 

information from East Kentucky may petition the Commission for a procedural schedule. 

All documents that East Kentucky filed with the Commission pursuant to 

807 KAR 5:056, Section l (7)  and (9), during the period under review are incorporated 

by reference into the record of this proceeding.
